noon, President Taft was closeted 
With three members of his Cabinet 
discussing changes to be recommended 
im the interstate commerce and the 
anti-trust laws. 

Atty.-Gen. Wickersham presented 
the President a tentative draft of sev- 
eral of the proposed changes. These 
Mr. Taft in part approved. 

The Cabinet conference was at- 
tended by Secretarys MacVeagh and 
Myer and Atty.-Gen. Wickersham. 
When the conference adjourned until 
tomorrow, President Taft announced 
that no definite conelusion had been 
reached oh any one of the several mat- 
ters under discussion. The fina] fram- 
ing of the amendments to the inter- 
will be left to the commission desig- 
Mated by the President. 

The Attorney-General! will take to 
the commission. which is to meet in 
New York, August 30, a definite state- 
ment from President Taft in the mat- 
. ‘Thies will form the main feature 
of his forthcoming message to Con-

YOUNG GUARD BEATEN.

TOPEKA (Kan.) Aug. 21.—Marion 
Bleakley, the St. Louls World's Fair 
incubator baby, who wag the eause of 
litigation extending oVer several yéars, 
was kidnaped in.a sensational man- 
her, from the home of her mother, at 
No. 1027 Garfield avenue, at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

A message to the Chief of Police 
this afternoon, statéd that a party In 
an automobile answering the descrip- 
tion of the kidnapers, had been seen 
eight miles south of Lawrence. 
The little girl, who is S.vears old, 
has been carefully guarded in To- 
peka, and has been constantly at- 
tended. 
This Morning a woman appeared in 
the neighborhood ostensibly selling 
soap. Site visited Mrs. Bileakley’s 
bouse. A half hour later a buggy in 
which were two men and the same 
woman, appeared in front of the house 
and the kidnaping followed. 
Mra. Charlotte Bleakley, who was 
awarded the child by the Federal 
courts two years ago, lived with her 
mother. She worked as a stenograph- 
er. Today .the thild pwag eft with a 
boy of the  neighborheed. One 
of the men got out and entered 
the house where the child was. play- 
ing. As he ran toward her, the boy 
interfered and the Kidnaper shot at 
him, but missed. 
He then knocked thé. boy down and 
carried the child to the buggy: and 
drove off. 
The police were immediately noti- 
fied and a posse is now in pursuit. 

»« INCUBATOR BABY. 
Marion Bleakley, the kidnaped child, 
has had a stormy caréer. She was 
born in a hospital at St. Louls, and 
was placed in one of the incubators 
shawn at the exposition, While there 
she was formally adopted by Mrs. 
James G. Barclay of Moline, Il. Mra. 
Bleakley signed a release, but she aft- 
erward tried to recover the child and 
was successful in the Illinois courts, 
She brought the child to Kansas, and 
the baby was kidnaped in Montgom- 
ery county, but later was recovered. 
The fight for the possession of the 
baby was fought through the State 
courts, and the Supreme Court finally 
awarded the custody to Mra. Bleaklioy. 
Mrs. Barclay then instituted a suit 
in the Federal court for possession of 
the child, but was again defeated, 
The Bleakley home is located on the 
west side, eighteen biocks west of 
the business district, and in one of 
the principal residence sections. 
A month ago a strange woman vis- 
ited the newspaper offices making in- 
quiries about the whereabouts of Mrs. 
Bleakley. She claimed to be a friend, 
but it ia supposed her business was 
to lecate the litile girl.

It ia now exactly thirty years ago 
that a young Hindu, 22 years old, was 
appointed assistant to Sir Monier Wil- 
liams, Boden professor of Sanskrit at 
the University of Oxford. This young 
professor was Shyamaji Krishnavar- 
ma, a pupil of the late Svami Daya- 
nanda, who was the first apostle of 
political, social and religious freedom 
in India, and whose nationalist teach- 
ings, though at first unnoticed, are 
now regarded with suspicion by the 
British authorities In LUndia. 
Monier Williams was anxious to have 
an assistant who had imbibed Sanekrit 
as only a Hindu can, and Shyanaji 
Krishnavarma was deeply versed in 
Sanskrit writing, and with 
fluency that dead tongue which Max 
Muller called “the language of lian- 
guages,” not to mention living oriental 
iMioms. In course of time the young 
Pandit was appointed orienta! lecturer 
at Balliol College, among his pupils 
being the present Boden professor of 
Sanskrit. Prof. A. A. Macneil, and 
Prof. Margoliouth, now professor 
Arabic at Oxford. By a strange coin- 
cidence Lord Curzon was then an un- 
dergraduate at Balliol. 

The thful Pandit soon attracted 
attention by his learning, and became 
the friend of many distinguished schol- 
ars. In spite of his professiona! duties 
he determined to go through the Ox- 
ford course and take his degree, and 
such was his power of application and 
assimilation that he rapidly acquired a 
good knowledge of Greek and Latin— 
his culture had been until then purely 
oriental—and, whatis more remarkable 
still. though of the Hindu religion, he 
studied the Christian doctrine, and 

an examination in the gospels 
in Greek, which, in the words of his 
examiners, put to shame moet of the 
Christian candidates. The Pandit was 
the fret Indian to take the M.A. de- 
gree at Oxford. 

In 1885. Shyamaji Krishnavarma, 
who had already left Oxford, and who 
was now a barrister-at-law, returned 
to India.

PLENTY OF WATER. 

The water supply of Fillmore is 
abundant and cheap, being owned by 
the farmers adjacent to FUlmore and 
going with the land. It is taken out 
of pe River, about seven miles 
' ve the town, and is brought a 
part of the way In open ditches and 
then in steel pipes, the pipe iine cross- 
ing the river on a suspension bridge 
which cost several thousand dollars. 
This water supply is more than suf- 
ficient for the present needs of the 
isnd in the vicinity of Fillmore. There 
is also avaliable quite a water power 
which could be developed. — 

GETTING ON IN THE WORLD. 

W. EB. Foster, secretary of the local 
Board of Trade, is a painter by oc- 
cupation. He bought eleven acres of 
land near Fillmore and intended to 
set it out to oranges. He did not have 
capital enough to buy his orange trees 
so grew them himself. He now has 
enough trees budded for his land and 
will sell this year $1600 worth of young 
trees. He is developing his orange 
grove from his earnings as a paint- 
er, and making money besides, 
Mr. Foster also makes @ specialty of 
breeding chickens and Pariot Tumbler 
pigeons.

It is a degradation to the politician and works 
practical destruction to the preacher. The statesman 
never so sets the ages backward and the pastor never 
makes such an unholy’ alliance. The true prophet, the 
faithful pastor, clings closely to the Word of God. which 
he seeks to interpret so as to lead sinners to the foot 
of the cross where they find pardon and peace and new 
life. The true statesman knows that human govern- 
ment is for the protection of soclety, and that this 
sphere is bounded by the Iines which inclobe what tn- 
dividuals have given up to the government in order 
that soclety may be safe. The rest the individual has 
reserved as his own right, and it is tyranny to go into 
that fleld, no matter whether the invasion be by a ma- 
jority of millions or a minority of one.

THE TRADE DOOR OPEN. 


AMERICAN COTTON, KEROSENE AND 
TOBACCO ARE SELLING. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 


HAN-HAI-KWAN, 1909.—Has Uncle Sam an open 
S door to Manchuria? I have asked this question of 
~ our American consuls at every city during my trip 
through the country, and the answers are that he has. 
The Japanese have tried to push their trade in every 
possible way, and they are doing some things contrary 
to the best business ethics. Nevertheless, there is no 
discrimination as to the admission of goods. The Chi- 
nese are allowed to buy and sell as they please, and if 
there are railroad rebates for Japanese goods they have 
been so far kept secret. I understand that the Japanese 
cotton exporters have recently adopted a lottery scheme 
for the sale of their sheetings. In every so many pack- 


enough for their own consumption. If they have a sur- 
plus they will load a half-ton upon a Chinese cart and 
carry it to the mill. It usually takes them several 
days to get to the nearest one, and the wheat barely 
pays the freight. 


At present some wheat is raised about Harbin, but the 
business of the mills there is falling off, and it cannot 
go on profitably with their present capitalization. Prof. 
Parker says that the flour business of Harbin is in a bad 
way. It had a mushroom growth through the war, 
when the mills were running day and night to supply 
the Russian army, and got big prices for all they could 
grind. They were backed by the government and were 
operated at enormous cost. There were twelve of them, 
all equipped with the finest of modern machinery, much 
of which came from America. They then ground some- 
thing like 16,000 barrels per day and had no trouble in 
disposing of their product. As a result the stock went 
sky-high and the Siberian Jews who owned the mills 


sold out at a big profit. Since then, the demand for 


ages of goods they are putting notes for small sums of 
money which will be cashed on demand, with a view to 
inducing the Manchurian merchants to buy the goods on 
the strength of these prizes. This has also been done 
in Shanghair. It is being denounced by the chambers 
of commerce. 


Another questionable transaction is the shipping in 
of America flour under Japanese trade-marks, and in 
packages made in Japan. The flour is brought across 
the Pacific to, Yokohama; it is there repacked and ship- 
ped to the north and sold as Japanese. The trade- 
marks are the same as those to be adopted by a new 
flouring mill which the Japanese are constructing on 
the railroad north of Mukden; our flour is thus being 
used to build up a trade for that mill. The Manchus 
and Chinese are noted for their faith in trade-marks. 
If they find an article all right they will stick to it, and 
the trade-mark does much to sell the goods. For this 
reason there are old store signs in China which bring 
a hundred and sometimes a thousand dollars apiece. 


American Fiour in Manchuria. 


American flour is popular here, but it will be long 
before a great market can be created. There are about 
16,000,000 people in Manchuria, but the majority of men 
are too poor to eat wheat or rice. They live upon sor- 
ghum seed and other varieties of millet, and wheat is 
not one of the regular grains sold in the market. Prof. 
E. C. Parker, one of our agricultural experts, who has 
just been traveling over Northern Manchuria, tells me 


that the farmers raise whéat here and there, but only

flour has declined, seven of the mills have stopped work- 
ing, and the five now in operation are producing alto- 
gether less than 1000 barrels per day. The mills, which 
are heavily mortgaged, have now gone into the hands of 
the Russo-Chinese Bank, which is not able to manage 
them at a profit under the present conditions. A thor- 
ough reorganization will have to be made before they 
can compete with our flour. 


Manchurian Wheat Lands. 


In the meantime the Japanese will soon have a new 
mill at Tiehling, and they will build other mills along 
their railroad. The grain possibilities are enormous; 
and, as the country develops, Manchuria is bound to 
raise all the flour she can use, and a great deal for ex- 
port to China. As it is now, the valley of the Liao 
River exports $10,000,000 worth of food products per 
year. Th® country drained by that river is about as big 
as the State of Missouri, and almost every acre can be 
cultivated. Along the- railroad between Mukden and 
Dalny there are farms all the way. Today the princi- 
pal crops are beans and millet, but the soil will raise 
wheat. 


The Sungari River, the Mississippi of Northern Man- 
churia, drains a_ district twice as large as the Liao 
watershed, and the whole of it is adapted to wheat. 
Three varieties are already grown in a small way, and 
the production in the best districts is about thirty bush- 
els per acre.

THE BUSINESS—MOST OF THE BOY 


ARE BOOTBLACKS—GIRL SLAVES WHO LABOR 
THE COTTON MILLS OF NEW ENGLAND.

HE United States Bureau of Immigration has 
started in to fight the traffic in children of both 
sexes, who are imported by thousands into the 
United States to work under conditions of practical en- 
slavement. Large numbers of them labor in the mills 
of New England. Others, especially in the State of Lili- 
nois, are kept in bondage by peddlers who starve and 


find its way into the yawning pockets of the slave 
driver. 

Now, in order to understand why, even under such 
conditions, the boys are anxious above all things not to 
be sent back to their own country, it is necessary that 
one should comprehend something of the circumstances 
of life among the peasantry in the Greek province from 
which they come. 

In that country the peasants are living all the time 
close to the hunger line, and the question whether an 
expected baby will turn out to be a boy ora girl is 
one of no little anxiety. A boy is an asset, and his 
coming into the world is a proper occasion for much 
merry-making. As soon as he reaches 10 years of age, 
he is hired out to a roving bootblack boss, or to a ped- 
dier. The youngsters farmed out in this fashion are 
frightfully overworked, and, as a rule, most brutally 
treated. America, as those of them who are fetched 
across the water find it, is vastly better than Greece or 
Turkey.

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maltreat them. But the places where they are most 
commonly to be seen are the bootblack shops in our 
cities, in which the boys employed are Greeks, from the 
province of Messinia. 

This province of Greece might be called the Bootblack 
District, most of the boys born there being brought up 
to the bootblacking trade. A tourist conversing with 
youths of the craft, who are called “lw «troi,”’ in any of 
the cities of Greece, or in any Turkish city where the 
population is largely Greek, will find that all of them 
come from Messinia. It is only within the last few 
years, however, that the “bosses’’ who deal in their 
labor have imported them into the United States. 

About ten years ago, certain enterprising Greeks, with 
a little capital to invest, took a notion to look over the 
bootblacking field in this country. They saw that it 
was great and profitable, and that it was occupied al- 
most exclusively by Italians, who maintained booths or 
chair stands outside of saloons and in other such pub- 
lic places. Possessing a superior shrewdness, together 
with a highly expert knowledge of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the “shine” business, the Greeks decided that 
they would drive the sons of sunny Italy out, and con- 
trol for themselves this lucrative form of enterprise. 

Which they promptly proceeded to do. And, to begin 
with, they undertook to elevate the business by setting 
up expensively furnished shops exclusively for boot- 
blacking purposes, choosing locations where rents were 
high. Customers found it more comfortable and agree- 
able to have their shoes shined in such places than on 
the sidewalks, especially in the winter time, and before 
long, the system being steadily expanded and extended 
from city to city, the Italians found themselves unable 
to maintain themselves in competition. Today the lat- 
ter have been practically displaced by the Greeks, who— 
that is to say, the slave boys—polish the boots of nearlv 
all town-dwelling Americans. 

The success of the Greeks was a foregone conclusion 
from the outset. Not only had they superior knowledge 
of the business, but they were able to employ the requis- 
ite labor on such terms as to render competition out of 
the question. The boys who toi! in the bootblack “par- 
lors” receive only a nominal wage, and their condi- 
tion is practically one of slavery. They are half-starved, 
and are worked almost to death. 

Invariably they are lodged and boarded by the “boss,” 
the quarters they occupy being usually filthy and un- 
sanitary. So absolute is the restriction of their liberty 
that many of these youngsters who have been in the 
United States three or four years possess no knowledge 
whatever of the city In which they reside, save as re- 
gards the shop in which they labor, their living quar- 
ters, and the streets they traverse in going and coming 


_from their work. They have no chance whatever to 


learn to speak English or to become Americanized. The 
bosses teach them that if they talk they are liable to 


. be sent back to their native country—that the govern- 


ment is seeking to deport them, but that if they refuse 
to talk, nobody can interfere with them in any way. 
The boys’ wages, usually from $120 to $175 a year, 
are not received by them, but by the parents, or other 
relatives, in their native country, who have sold their 
services. Incidentally, they are bound by agreement to 
turn over to the “boss” all money. they get in the way 
of tips, which goes toward the payment of their board 
and lodging. Some bosses post notices In their shops 
at Christmas time and at New Year's, stating that all 
receipts will go to the boys as a holiday bonus. On this

Nine out of ten of these little slaves are brought 
hither in violation of the alien contract-labor laws. 
Formerly large numbers of them were turned back by 
the immigration authorities. But the “bosses” are 
shrewd, and have learned how to evade the regulations. 
Furthermore, they employ clever attorneys to advise 
them in such matters. The boys, before they leave 


to what they must say in response to questions on ar 
rival, in order that they may not be sent back—the thing 
of which, naturally, they have the greatest dread. 


The “bosses” obtain fresh supplies of boys some- 
times by communicating with relatives of the young- 
sters already in their employ. Of course they make the 
necessary arrangements by writing to rélatives of their 
own in Greece, furnishing,money and instructions for 
the shipment of the little fellows. Another method they 
adopt is to advertise in the newspapers of the Greek 
provinces, offering “light work” and exceptional wages. 

Once in a while the “boss” himself makes a trip to 
his native province, where during a short stay he goes 
through certain inexpensive formalities by which he 
becomes “godfather” to a large number of children in 
many families. Thus he acquires a footing of pseudo- 
relationship, which enables him later on to have the 
first bid in securing the services of the boys. It is a 
very ingenious scheme, and has the additional advan-

It was on the summit of Croagh Patrick, a great hoary 
cone that raises its rugged head more than 2500 feet 
above Clew Bay, that St. Patrick received the angels 
who brought him blessing on his work and promised 
him its success. Here, footsore and fatigued, he rested 
during Lent, praying and fasting and holding in- 
tercourse with the heavens that seem ever to rest on 
the shoulders of that towering mountain. 


Gazing up at the summit from where the town of 
Westport stands one can almost understand how easy 
it was for the saint to hold converse with tife angels, 
for surely that mountaintop seems to pierce beyond. the 
clouds. The Book of Armagh says that all the sins of 
the people, past, present, and future, passed before the 
eyes of the saint while he rested on his breezy couch— 
a fact by which the irreverent account for the saint's 
stay on that bleak and distinctly uncomfortable 
perch. Such jests, however, cannot be passed above a 
whisper in the hallowed precincts of Croagh Patrick, 
from which, according to authorities, the saint sent the 
first message of Irish loyalty to Rome. 


In the dim and distant long ago a little chapel stood 
where St. Patrick had rested, and to this sacred shrine 
more than a thousand years ago the Irish people made 
pligrimages as they do today. History recordeth that 
on the night of March 7, 1113, during a terrible storm, 
thirty pilgrims perished on the summit—a very natural 
ending, it will be considered, to an expedition that de- 
pended too much upon St. Patrick and too little upon 
wise weather signs. 

It is rather an unfortunate fact that the saint did not 
always sufficientiy protect the interest of his faithful 
followers. for while O'Rourke Prince of Breffni was 
absent on a pilgrimage to Croagh Patrick in 1152 his 
wife eloped with Dermott M'’Murrough, the King of 
Leinster. Moore, the poet, tells us how the Prince felt 
about it when: 

I looked for the lamp which she told me 
Should shine when her pilgrim returned; 
But though darkness began to enfold me, 

No lamp from the battlement burned. 

History tells how the Prince when he discovered that 
the faithless Devorgilla had made off with the ferocious 
McMurrough, his sworn enemy, followed the pair, and 
after duly chastising the co-respondent, so to speak, 
brought back the woman. Finally McMurrough had to 
flee to England. but he went back again with the Eng- 
lish invaders, and there and then began the connection 
of the Sassenach with the distressful country. Nobody 
has ever charged St. Patrick with being a Unionist, but 
there is no controverting the fact that he was directly 
responsible for the end of Home Rule m Ireland. 

There is ample evidence of the very ancient character 
of this pilgrimage to Croagh Patrick. In the annals of 
the Vatican there is testimony of two priests who in 
1485 “visited in devout pilgrimage the holy mountain 
on which St. Patrick fasted forty days and forty nights 
without earthly food,” and there is also the record of 
Pope Eugene IV, who in 1432 granted “a relaxation of 
two years and two quarantines” of the purgatorial suf- 
ferings of pligrims who would ascend the mountain on 
the last Sunday of JujJy and make offerings toward the 
repair of the little chapel. 

This was a chapel apparently built by St. Patrick 
himself, and in which he celebrated mass. For several 
centuries two neighboring bishops fought for its pos- 
session, as good Christians ought, until finally the Pope 
granted it to the Archbishop of Tuam. In the penal 
days, however, the edifice came to grief. 

It was only about four yeats ago that the pilgrimage 
to Croagh Patrick was revived In a national sense. The 
lame and the halt, the blind and the deaf, the consump- 
tive, the decrepit, and the deformed had always kept up 
the custom of praying on the summit for the saint’s in- 
tercession, and dragging their sores and their aMictions 
over the place hallowed by his footsteps, and finally re- 
turning home full of the faith that is more powerful 
than youth or medicine. But fit was with the coming 
of Dr. Healy to the Archbishopric of Tuam that the 
national pilgrimage was introduced. A new chapel was 
built on the summit, and a new cal! issued to the peo- 
ple; and now from all parts of the world the pilgrims 
flock to pay homage at the shrine of the saint. 

Not all of the thousands who today climb the torn 
sides of the mountain know its history or its claims. 
But none may want for information, for where history 
and even tradition fall the wonderful Celtic imagina- 
tion. full of mysticiam and superstition, comes in with 
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details that might make the saint blush if he had rot 
himself come to believe in the tales so often repeuted 
and so interestingly varied. 

If you express the opinion that St. Patrick smoked 
cigars, there will be one ready to show you the very 
ledge of rock with which he flipped off the ashes; if you 
doubt the visit of the angels they will at once procure 
the ridge over which they dangled their legs while they 
gossiped; you can have the print of St. Patrick's foot 
for the asking, and have a chip off the stone pillow 
where he laid his head if you want it. 


There fs, of course, a lake with sacred trout, and the 
things those fish have done would make their fortune 
at an exhibition. 


But everything is hallowed, every miraculous achieve- 
ment is the outpouring of an abiding faith that has no 
limits in time nor distance nor mere conventionality. 
Amid the rugged, simple grandeur of Connemara there 
are no impossibilities and no laws of science. Thought 
is not harnessed to solid facts; imagination is no nag 
that ambles, but a wild, untamed steed that bears the 
rider away beyond the horizon of things that are. 

One has need of an imagination at this annual pil- 
grimage, for the scene is not one merely of acts, and 
words, and materialistic elements. There is a solemn 
grandeur in it all, in the thousands toiling up the 
mountainside over wearying roads and pathways from 


the town of Westport, in the great shaggy form of the > 


mountain cone—a giant among Connemara giants—in 
the hundred thousand people or more that crowd around 
the little chapel among the clouds, all tense and silent, 
full of the solemn emotion of the mountain-top mass 
over which the spirit of Ireland’s patron saint presides. 


Though about twenty masses are celebrated in the 
place on Pilgrimage Day, each service sees thousands 
kneeling around the chapel outside. These people have 
no eyes for the grandeur around them, no admiration 
for the great Atlantic waters stretching far below, with 
the island gems of Clew Bay set to catch al! the glo- 
ries of a morning sun. But they have the imagination 
which the casual tourist lacks, they have the traditions 
that gild everything in colors which paint and pigment

BRILLIANT HISTORICAL PARADE AS 
SEEN BY Los ANGELES WOMAN.

ORK, July 26.—No one who once has felt the 


beauty of York Minster can pass through York- 
shire without longing to revisit its glorious cathe- 


dral. 

Standing within the great southern portal, one looks 
to and up and still up into those toaring arches, until 
ou.> feels as if lifted off one’s feet—freed by some mi- 
raculous spiritual revelation from the burden of mortal 
flesh. Gradually, after this first bewildering, breathless 
sense of assumption, there comes a more definite con- 
sciousness of pure delight in the vast harmony of carven 
lines and the deep glow of transparent color. This, pos- 
sibly, some poet might put into words, but neither poem 
nor picture—nothing except actual experience—can 
afford any adequate realization of the marvelous uplift 
York gives to even the most prosaic soul. It is like a 
solemn and joyous call to prayer and thanksgiving, for 
York cathedral, evolved though the centuries by the 
handiwor of reverent men, is 4 consummate manifes- 
tation of creative power. * 


We Americans cannot build a cathedral like this, be- 
cause we never have learned how to combine work with 
worship. Nor could the people living in York today 
build such a minster, because they no longer have the 


same community of civic and religious feeling which | 


animated their forbears. 

And yet, just now, York is giving a splendid demon- 
stration of its civic spirit. Probably this week’s great 
pageant will be regarded as the most brilliant and im- 
pressive historical summary ever given in England. No 


other city in all Britain affords such inspiring and richly 
diversified material for pageantry; for old York—the 
Eboracum of the Romans—looked still backward into 
the thick mists of antiquarian tradition to find traces of 
its origin. All the subsequent stages of York’s growth

Not a Sinecure. 


MISAPPREHENSION OF WORK OF & 


SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN. 
By a Special Contributor. 

N this country there are many prevailing errors 
concerning the national government at Washington. 

It is a popular fallacy that the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who comprise the membership of the Con- 
gress receive excessive remuneration for services which 
are neither irksome nor onerous. Pessimists and icono- 


clasts are prone to exclaim: “They get big pay for 
little work.” 


It is true that the Congress meets at noon, about the 
hour our workingmen are going to dinner after having 
done half of a day's work. It is asso true that it is cus- 
tomary for the Senate and for the House to adjourn not 
later than 5 o’clock®each afternoon. It is also true that 


ing the membership of the House Representatives, not 
more than about 100 on an average remain in their 
seats. Moreover, of the ninety-two Senators not more 
than fifteen or twenty are usually in their places while 
the body is in session. It is exceedingly rare to see any 
one of those statesmen in a hurry or perturbed about 
anything. They seem to be gentlemen of ample leisure. 


Their salaries are $7500 per annum. They are in 
actual session not mofe than seven months in one year, 
and not more than three months the following year. 
Each Congress lasts for a term of two years. During 
those two years, the Congress is not in session 
more than twelve months; usually about ten 
months out of the twenty-four. Thus their salaries 
really amount to $15,000 per annum, each, for one year 
of actual sessions at the Capitol, in Washington. That 
seems like “big pay for little work.” 


But let us look behind the scenes of this great legis- 
lative drama. Do you know any lawyer who could suc- 
cessfully investigate and properly understand 20,000 
cases of importance, in one year. If such a feat were 
possible, and if the lawyer were to chargé the small fee 
of $100 for each case, he would receive an income of 
2,000,000 for the year’s work. That looks lots bigger 
than $15,000 per annum, doesn’t it? 

Well, during the two sessions of the last Congress, 
there were introduced in the Senate and the House of 
Representatives exactly 39,248 bills and joint resolu- 
tions. There were also introduced uncounted tens of 
thousands of petitions which required careful and hon- 
orable consideration. Each Senator and each Repre- 
sentative were expected to give proper consideration to 
every matter of interest introduced; because each one 
of those statesmen must be called upon to vote for or 
against every proposition. There were upward of 40,- 
000- matters of individual importance thus brought to 
the attention of the last Congress, which would make 
fully “20,000 cases per annum. The Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who gave consideration to these matters re- 
ceived salaries of $7500 each per annum, or $15,000 for 
the two years of the Congress. No lawyer could have 
taken care of all of them, and no law firm would have 
handled them for less than $100 per case: so that the 
individual Senators and Representatives are doing for 
$15,000 what any law firm would charge not less than 
$2,000,000, for services rendered. 

But when you realize that some of the bills consid- 
ered carried appropriations of from $1000 to $150,000,000 
each, you will see that an average fee of $100 per case 
would be exceedingly small. Any case involving $1,000,- 
000 would bring to the lawyer a fee of not less than $50,- 
000. The reader will concede that the Senators and 
Representatives are not overpaid, but really underpaid 
when compared with lawyers earning professional fees. 

Now. how do they take care of those 40,000 cases? It 
would be physically tmpossible for each statesman to 
accomplish the work. As a matter of necessity, hav- 
ing confidence in each other and relying upon the aver- 
age intelligence of each other, for all of them are men 
of education and ripe experience, they refer certain 
classes of cases to committees for careful consideration. 
The reports made by those committees are accepted by 
the Senate and by the House of Representatives as the 
best work obtainable. Each committee is, as it were, a 
prosperous firm of lawyers interested in each case 
brought before it. 

For example, there were, in round numbers, 5000 bills 
proposing special pensions for old soldiers of the Civil 
War. Each. one of those cases is of interest; and of 
patriotic interest, too. There were many thousands of 
those volunteer soldiers who were mere boys when the 
great war closed in 1865: boys who had been good sol- 
diers for two or three or four years. But, when the 
last battle had been fought, they wanted to get home. 
Regiments were required to make camp at certain 
points, end wait there indefinitely, for a week, or a 
month, or two months, until the proper officers could 
come along and muster them out, and give them hon- 


orable discharges. The young fellows grew restless. 
Thousands upon thousands of them disappeared from

those camps, and went home. They had good records; 
some of them marvelous records for obedience, discipline 
and great heroism. But, they were boys of 20 years or 
less, and they lacked mature judgment. They went 
home, and when the final muster rolls were made out 
they were marked “Deserted” on such a date. 


They never thought of pensions. They were young, 
strong, ambitious and proud. But as they are growing 
old and feeble they need the aid of the government 
which was saved by their valor, and they apply for pen- 
sions. They are barred at the Pension Office on accourt 
of the record. They go to the Congress for relief. They 
prove their cases, not merely for the sake of the pen- 
sions which they need, but they do not want that rec- 
ord to stand, on account of their children and grand- 
children. The Committee on Pensions, consisting of 
thirteen Senators and fifteen Representatives, exam- 
ines each case. There is voluminous evidence furnished, 
all of which is carefully examined in a lawyer-like man- 
ner. Once in a while there is found to be a fraudulent 
claim; and it is rejected. Usually the claims are cor- 
rect. But, because of the possibilities of fraud, each 
case must be examined with lawyer-like care. Upon the 
reports made by their committees, the Senate and House 
ultimately take action. 


That committee is only an example. There are fifty 
standing committees of the Senate and a like number for 
the House of Representatives; and each committee has 
all of its time fully occupied during the sessions of the 
Congress. 

Those standing committees meet daily during the 

sessions of the Congress; some of them at 9 and some 
of them at 10 o'clock in the morning. They are busily 
engaged until noon, when they must go to their places 
in the Senate and in the House of Representatives, at 
the opening of the daily sessions. Thus, you see, that 
although they meet at noon, that is not the beginning 
of the day's work of the Congress, although it seems to 
| be, to the average observer. 
If the Senate and House of Representatives had noth- 
| ing to do but hold their open sessions, they would indeed 
have good pay for very little work. But the majority 
‘of them return to their committee-fooms and are en- 
gaged there at work, while the Senate and the House 
are in open session. This also needs explanation. 

If it happens that the Committee on Pensions has the 
right of way, the members of that committee remain on 
the floor of the Senate or of the House, and there are 
present also all of those statesmen who are interested 
in the pending bills; but the others go back to work 
in their committee-rooms, and they are called by elec- 
tric bells, when their presence is needed to yvote on 
pending measures. 

Substantially each Senator and Representative re- 
main up late at night looking into pending bills and at- 
tending to the letters which come to them by the scores 
each day from their constituents. Moreover. when the 
Congress adjourns, each one of them takes home with 
him numerous bills which the committees require to be 
investigated during the recesses of the Congress, and 
they are looking into those proposed measures while 
they are away from Washington, and when the people 
do not imagine that they are attending to public busi- 
negs. 

It can thus be seen, from a very brief outline of the 
work of the Senators and Representatives, that they do 
not have such great pay for little work. They earn 
every dollar that they receive in salaries for their serv- 
ices. In order to attend to their duties and be pres- 
ent at the meetings of their committees, it is impossible 
for them to begin their open sessions earlier than noon.

Web of Madagascar Spider. 

“It is interesting to know the practical uses to which 
the webs of a large Madagascar spider might be ap- 
plied to replace silk for woven fabrics,” said Fisher 8. 
Williams of London, who is interested in the manufac- 
ture of silk. 

“I know from visits to the interior of Madagascar 
that the webs spun many feet acros& the walks or shady 
avenues of gardens are sufficiently strong to hang 
thereon a light bamboo walking cane. At the Paris Ex- 
position of 1900, a whole piece of fabric eighteen yards 
long and eighteen inches wide was exhibited which was

woven out of this web, for which it was necessary to 
provide 100,000 yards of spun thread of twenty-four 
strands. 

“For its manufacture, 25,000 spiders had to be brought 
into requisition, and these were procured by offering 
the natives so much a hundred; but not knowing or ig- 
noring the purposes for which the insects were required 
and having a get-rich-quick desire, they brought them 
by basketfuls, mostly dead. It was found necessary 
for the winding-off machines to go to the spiders in- 
stead of calling in the spiders to the filatories. How- 
ever, the piece of cloth was completed and was of a 
shimmering gokien yellow color. 

“The idea of obtaining silk from the spider is an old 
one, as distinguished men in France discoursed on the 
subject as long ago as 1710, but the first study of this 
Madagascar spider came up some ten years ago, and the 
spinning of its web was then undertaken. It is only 
the female that spins. The first difficulty in obtaining 
the thread direct from the insect consisted in contriv- 
ing how to secure the living spider so as to wind it off 
by some mechanical process from the insect. This 
was originally performed by confining spiders in empty 
match boxes, with the abdomen protruding. The ex- 
traction of the web does not apparently inconvenience 
the insect, although: care has to be taken not to injure 
them.”—[Washington Herald.

A DESCRIPTION OF A THOUSAND-MILE RAILROAD 
JOURNEY OVER THE PROJECTED PAN-AMERICAN 
RAILROAD ROUTE, STARTING FROM THE SOUTH- 
ERN TERMINUS, RELATED BY THE FIRST NOR 
AMERICAN WOMAN THAT TOOK THE TRIP.

HE Argentine summer had reached its solstice. 
TT Beene the heat of the long was al 
most unbearable; and the short, breathless nights 
brought no amelioration of our discomfort. 

One night, after a particularly trying day, the head 
of the house, who inscribes E. E. after his cognomen, 
arrived home from the office, and announced that 
had been assigned to a station in Salta, capital of 
province of that name, in Northern Argentina.

We are loyal North Americans, and we hated to ad- 
mit that any country could equal our beloved States, 
but, im the bosom of our family, we could not help ex- 
pressing our thoughts of what a revelation these rich 
acres would be to our eastern farmers, who toil early 
and late, and at last reap a harvest in which rocks and 
thistles preponderate. This southern land compares 
more than favorably with the prairies of our Middle 
West, rich as they are. The greatest part of the Ar- 
gentine soil is virgin and so fertile that all # needs 
is the hand of the tiller to yiell abundant returns. 
The mild climate, sub-tropical, makes it possible to 
harvest several crops each year. 

In perfection of climate, productiveness of soll, in nat- 
ural, agricultural and mineral wealth, Argentina yields 
the palm to none. Except in the most northern’ part, 
Argentina is favored by generous rains, so there is no 
necessity for expensive irrigation, which retards expan- 
sion in our own Southwest. 7

The dismantling of our humble abode was soon ac- 
complished. Our household goods were speedily in- 
stalled with a branch of the perennially hospitable 
storage family. Our trunks were packed and labeled 
in our best Castellano. 


With Christmas and Salta forty-eight hours away, the 
evening of the eventful day of our flitting found us at 
the Retiro station, awaiting the train which was to 
take us the first stage of our journey. Several of the 
faithful of the American colony were also there to bid 
us godspeed im our new undertaking. We left these 
friends, the tried and true, with real regret, when, 
presently, our train with its high-shouldered English 
locomotive pushed its way into the station. As we 
waved our farewells, we realized that we were embarked 
on a new phase in our Argentine experience and quien 
sabe how it would turn out. 


The railroads in Argentina are owned and controlled 
almost exclusively by English syndicates. The em- 
ployés on the trains and at the stations are usually 
Argentines; but the positions in the main offices of the 
important railways, where large forces of men are em- 
ployed, are favorite berths with Englishmen, who are 
very much in evidence in most of the South American 


cities. 

We found our stateroom large and commodious, vom- 
pared with the usual sleeping-car accommodations. It 
was one of several opening from a narrow corridor 
which runs along one side of the car. The room was 
arranged for four people. The berths close the same as 
in our Pullmans, but run crosswise of the car, thus giv- 
ing greater length than the ordimary berth. This last- 
named quality was particularly appreciated by the part- 
ner of my joy and sorrows, for he is so constructed 
anatomically, and what he lacks In breadth is made up 
to such an extent im height that it almost seems he is 
best described by the mathematical definition of a line,

The 
empioyés, of which there fs a smal? army, all live on 
the place. As they are remote from town, each estan- 
cia has to be complete within itself, furnishing its own 
supplies and necessities.

Vast cultivated fields blend 
into larger stretches of fertile green, wherein are herded 
great droves of sheep and cattle It is a scene of al- 
most unparalleled peace and prosperity.

They are 15,000 little tables and 49,750 little chairs. Be- 
neath the awnings blow breezes perfumed with absinthe, 
violets, coffee, cordials, and the sachets of pretty women 
of all lands. A mighty human river flows past—idlers 
all 

In this charming razzle, the most cool-headed Ameri- 
cans have lost their caution and their money. The 
other day, the representative of a New York bank, sat 
under the letter “I” in the word “Paix” of the flapping 
awning sign of that world-famous café. he bought a 
delicate mauve-colored drink, with tinkling ice; it 
seemed as weak as circus lemonade, but tasted delicious. 

These sidewalk tables filled with agreeable American 
tourists, are as good for impromptu conversations as a 
steamer deck. The New Yorker was soon discussing 
pauperism in the East Side; and his new friends, moved 
by his earnestness, actually offered him 5000 francs for 
distribution to the poor of New York. 

‘The New York man—enthused, said he would add 3000 


| pranced, autos whizzed past; pretty shop girls danced 
on to their homes; and a glorious red sunset promised a 
new dawn to humanity. He heard music in his heart- 
beats. He felt his powers grow within him. He was 
young, brilliant, daring; and he said: 


“As soon as I have done a little more reflecting, | will 
buy the boulevard and give it to these charming peo- 
ple!” 

There is no such free amusement in the world. 
There are Americans in Paris who spend half their time 
on the boulevard. They drink coffee or Vichy. They 
seek no gallant adventures. They do not read the cafés’ 
gratuitous papers. They do not play the cafés’ domi- 
noes, backgammon or cards. They sit out upon the ter- 
race dreaming gently, stimulated with kaleidoscopi¢é 
movement, lights and color, leisure, pleasure-seeking, 
gaiety, pell mell, the throbbing mix-up of all peoples 
come to Paris, not to earn, but to spend money. 

The sidewalk seats beneath the awnings give a sen- 
sation of superiority over the vast pedestrian throng. I 
know a New York physician who comes every summer 
to Paris. 

“My vacation is the Paris boulevard,” be says. “I 
spend it in the open-air shade of these awnings. I! 
want no better combination of rest and amusement than 
to leisurely watch the human river flowing by. There 
is no crowd like this on earth; great nobles, renowned 
financiers, engineers, kings of industry, rub shoulders 
incognito. Famous beauties of foreign capitals, great 
actresses and singers, flit past unknown, in their tourist

The Paris boulevard is the only place in the world 
where such things still happen to men of inteiligence. 
Some pretend that the insidious nove! drinks are to 
blame. 

There is a drink called “For the Princes,” bearing no 
hint on its label of the cocaine, poppy and hyssop it 
contains. Absinthe is green with opalescent fires; the 
“Prince” drink is violet paling into lilac, striking dia- 
mond scintillations when the ice swirls in it. A staid 
Amercan real estate agent liked its looks because it 
matched his tie. 

“Is it temperance?” he asked. 

“Very,” said the waiter. “And the more you put in 
water it is more so.” 

“Tf have not drunk strong drink for eleven years,” the 
real estate man told the waiter at 4 p.m. At 5 he was 
explaining it to a stranger; by 5:30 he had invited four 
people to dinner; at 5:45 he was persuading the police- 
man to help him count a wad of big notes on the side- 
walk table.

nals who have made rich hauls, are drawn to the Paris 
boulevard irresistibly. In the throng passing us sre 
men who have built great railways, factories, or made 
inventions—for the pleasure of seeing Paris! Here are 
brigands and robbers from every land. In the rubber 
swamps of South America, on the blistered sheep ranges 
of Australia, men make dates to meet upon the boule- 
vard. Dusky African kings, watching the southern 
cross at night, are wondering of it.” 

The American playwright, whose piece was the great- 
est success of the last New York season, wrote it at 
these sidewalk tables. When he was merely a journal- 
ist, | thought it pretext for lotus eating. He would take 
a front seat, a raspberry syrup and ice water. Before 
him rolled the human river. Fakers offered him gold 
watches and opera glasses at a bargain; they whispered 
in his ear: “Transparent cards! No two alike!” 

All around him sat the chattering, laughing idlers.

“The boulevard gives the stimulus and repose that 
help me do my best,” he told me later. “At home in 
my luxurious workroom, the white paper stares me in 
the face, and the clock ticks accusingly.” 

One of the most popular English musical composers 
gets his inspirations from the Paris boulevard. 

“The rumble of the omnibuses and the sweep of the 
great throng, suggest a hundred schemes for orchestra- 
tion,” he says. “In the intershocking steps of a thous- 
and promenaders, I catch the cadence of a new air. The 
soft, yet mighty, roll of traffice forms a neutral back- 
ground for the musical imagination.” 

Certainly, I know of, two physicians who send half 
their patients to the “boulevard cure,” for nervousness, 
indigestion, sleeplessness and melancholy. The New 
York physician considers it a medical discovery. 

“You cannot sit at one of these sidewalk tables with- 
out taking the air, nor watch the human river, how- 
ever listlessly, without catching interest,” he says. “The 
cadence of the multitude is calming to the nerves. The 
gaiety of pleasure seekers is contagious: and insomnia 
seems to be peculiarly benefited by an agreeable, rhyth- 
mic tiring of the nerve centers.”

The monarch host consults 
his political advisers and, they making no objection, the 
| requisite assent is forwarded to Berlin of which the 
| Emperor gives to his court chamberlain the broad out- 
lines of his wishes and intentions for the forthcoming 
visit. Then the work for the imperial entourage be- 
| gins. First of all the persona! suite to accompany the 
| Emperor has to be selected, often a rather delicate pro- 
ceeding as political considerations come into play. 


His Majesty when abroad is always accompanied by a 
representative of the German Foreign Office to deal 
with the constant flow of dispatches and reports which 
follow the Kaiser wherever he goes. Baron von Rucker- 
Jenisch, Prussian Minister at Darmstadt, has filled this 
very responsible position for several years past, but, as, 
for instance, on the Emperor's last visit to England, it 
is sometimes thought desirable for the foreign secre- 
tary to form one of the suite. Then there are the heads 
of the Emperor's naval, military and civil cabinets, his 
court chamberlain, who goes in his capacity of master 
of ceremonies to attend to the smooth working of the 
programme, and the numerous personal adjutants, both 
naval and military, who perform their duties in rota- 
tion. 

There is no difficulty in:arranging about the personal 
servants of His Majesty, or of the Empress when she 
goes with him, for these always accompany the sover- 
eigns on their trips abroad. On a state visit then the 
number of the imperial party is apt to be extremely 
large as will be seen from the suite which accompanied 
the Emperor and Empress to England two years ago. 
It comprised the court chamberlain, two personal aides- 
de-camp, six adjutants, two physicians in ordinary, 
twelve personal attendants and one secretary, all in 
waiting on the Kaiser, while for the Kaiserin there 
were Her Majesty's master of ceremonies, two maids of 
honor, six tiring women and two grooms of the cham- 
ber. There were further twenty coachmen and stable 
attendants to look after the two carriages and twelve 
pair of horses taken, and ten chauffeurs for the six au- 
tomobiles and two more luggage vans which were in- 
cluded in the imperial impedimenta. 

Housewives will be able to realize what an amount of 
preparation the housing and accommodation of this large 
party demands, so while the plans are being discussed 
in Berlin the court officials at the scene of the visit are 
no less busy. As soon as the monarch host has ap- 
proved of the programme for his imperial visitor’s en- 
tertainment, it is forwarded to Berlin, where it is laid 
before the Emperor. Meanwhile, the day of departure 
having been fixed, a high official of the Ministry of 
Railways is in constant consultation with the court 
chamberlain’s office as to the rail route to be taken by 
the Kaiser's private train. 

All the German genius for organization‘is here called 


into action, for traffic is stopped wherever the imperial 
train has to pass, and all the signal boxes, railway 
crossings and watch huts are connected by telephone, 


on from point to point. By special edict of the Minis- 
ter of Railways all stations through which the imperia? 
train passes have to be decorated irrespective of the 
hour, so this detail has to be seen to. Sometimes cir- 
cumstances iender it necessary for the train to stop at 


some little station, otherwise totally unprovided for 
the reception of so distinguished a guest. The railway 
administration has provided for this emergency by keep- 
ing portable pavilions at the principal junctions 
throughout the empire. In a very few hours these can 
be conveyed to the station eoncerned and quickly 
put up. 

Furthermore, the police authorities have to be com- 
municated with, the criminal police for patrolling the 
route followed by the .imperial train and the secreg 
police for guarding the Kaiser's person outside Ger- 
many’s frontiers. There is a special staff of detectives, 
the pick of the Prussian plain-clothes staff, which as- 
sumes this very heavy responsibility. Often they find it. 
necessary to disguise themselves in order to keep close 
to the Emperor at the various functions of some state 
visit and when, as on the occasion of the Emperor's 
visit to the Guildhall in London, His Majesty drives 
along a processional route, German and English plain- 
clothes detectives mingle with the crowd at frequent 
intervals along the way. 

Like King Edward, the Kaiser has a private train for 
his personal use. It is of quite recent construction and 
is generally made up of nine cars. The imperial saloon, 
sixty yards in length, is situated in the middle of the 
train, and is entered like an ordinary corridor wagon 
from either end. Passing through a narrow lobby at 
one end one walks straight into the Kaiser's traveling 
study. It is quietly upholstered in blue damask and 
lighted by large windows of beveled glass in the day- 
time, and at night by electric candles set in massive 
silver sconces hung between the windows. The ceiling 
is of carved maple and the floor is covered with a thick 
pile dark-blue Turkey carpet. The furniture is as plain 
and scanty as possible, to leave the center of the car 
free for movement, since the Kaiser tikes to pace up 
and down when working or talking. P 

In the far corner is a gray maplewood escritoire 
upon which are a silver ink stand and photographs of 
the Empress and some of the imperial children. Behind 
it on the wall are took shelves containing what the 
Emperor calls his miniature library, a few standard 
works and books of reference. The desk is mounted on 
springs so that the Kaiser can write on it irrespective 
of the jolting of the train. Three easy chairs and a 
table against the wall complete the furniture. Next 
the desk is a sliding door which gives access to the 
Emperor's bedroom which in turn opens into the bath- 
room. The walls of the bedrdom are lined with blue 
satin while the ceiling is of carved white maplewood. 
At the end of the living-room is another door which

The Emperor is a confessed lover of railway travel- 
ing, and gets through an astonishing amount of work 
while speeding across country at forty-three miles an 


never permitted to exceed. He hears verbal reports 
from ministers,*generals or heads of departments or 
dictates for hours to a secretary. As little time as pos- 
sible is spent at meals; as a matter of fact, dinner en 
famille in the Kaiser’s household must never last longer 
than an hour at the outside. After dinner His Maj- 
esty plays a game of cards over a cigar and a glass of 
beer until it is time for bed. If the time can be spared, 
the Emperor never sleeps while the train is in motion. 
It ts shunted to a siding for the night while the local 
gendarmerie keep guard outside. On such occasions, the 
most stringent orders are issued to the drivers of trains 
passing in the vicinity of the imperial Pullman not to 
whistle lest they disturb their monarch. 


If a sea journey is necessary the Kaiser generally 
uses his steam yacht, the Hohenzollern. His Majesty 
is a notoriously bad sailor, as he has often ruefully 
confessed to acquaintances, but his dogged indifference 
to all weathers has hardened him somewhat in this re- 
spect. All -agree that as soon as he sets foot on the 
deck of his beloved yacht he becomes a changed being. 
He throws off all ceremony, and is full of boyishness 
which often takes the form of good-natured jests and 
practical jokes. The Empress, too, is fond of the sea, 
but rather for the recreation it affords her from the wor- 
ries of a large family and an engrossing household. She 
employs her time on the cruises with the Kaiser in 
doing fancy work or knitting, and is said to have pre- 
sented the Emperor with a pair of socks at the end of 
last year’s Mediterranean trip as the fruit of her ‘'n4ue- 
try on the voyage. Naturally these trips of the Emperor 
run away with a great deal of money, paid, however, 
out of his own pocket. So, for instance, last year’s 
journey by train from Berlin to Venice and the return 
from Pola via Vienna to Munich and Donaueschingen 
cost $10,000. 

Probably the most harassed officials on the occasion 
of one of these state visits are the keepers of the Em- 
peror’s and Empress’ wardrobe. One of the most essen- 
tial features of the programme of a state visit are the 
details of the uniform to be worn at the different func- 


tions, and these details are always given with the ut- 
most exactitude. It is etiquette for the visiting mon- 
arch to wear throughout his stay the uniforms of tne 
ranks which he holds in the army and navy of his host. 
A very intimate knowledge of the accoutrements and 
trappings of the forces of all nations is therefore re- 
quired of the imperial valets, seeing that the Kaiser 
possesses about 150 different military and naval uni- 
forms. He has the right to wear the uniform of colo-

the Empress’ household, too, is in a fever of activity 
as the day of departure draws near. New dresses have 
to be fitted and packed, the Empress’ decorations sorted 
out and her jewels arranged. 

Among the multitude of trunks which the Kaiser takes 
away with him on a state visit there are always sev- 
eral filled with decorations which, according to the eti- 
quette observed on such occasions, have to be distrib- 
uted on the termination of the visit to all the chief 
court officials, the leading statesmen and officers. The 
recommendation of recipients for such distinctions is 
the work of the German embassy at the court visited. 

There is one man in Germany who invariably accom- 
panies the Kaiser on his travels, wherever the monarch 
goes, whatever the occasion. That is Francois Haby, 
the Emperor’s barber, the man who has made the for- 
tune of caricaturists in two hemispheres by inventing 
for his imperial iclient the upturned mustaches made. 
famous by the Kaiser. Once, however, His Majesty in 
his search for absolute privacy even relinquished the 
services of his faithful Figaro. It was when the Kaiser 
went to Highcliffe, in Hampshire, after his visit to 
Windsor in 1907. But Herr Haby was spared the pain 
of seeing another take his place for the Emperor used a 
safety razor and shaved himself throughout his stay.

The World-Mechanism of the Wheat. 


London has no elevators, and never has had, although 
it buys more wheat than any other city. It has 6,000,000 
mouths to feed, so that the grain is devoured as fast 
as it arrives. To give bread to London would take the 
entire crop of Indiana or Siberia. Neither are there any 
elevators of any importance in Paris, Berlin or Ant- 
werp. Whatever wheat arrives at these cities is either 
hurried to the mill or reshipped. “Wheat is too precious 
in Europe to be stored for a year or for two years, as 
may happen in Minnesota. Rotterdam has one eleva- 
tor only, and of moderate size. Neither Odessa nor Su- 
lina has any of large proportions, for the reason that 
in Odessa the labor unions have an unconquerable preju- 
dice against elevators, and in Sulina the grain is held 
only a short time and then forwarded elsewhere. This 
Sulina, as a glance at the map of Europe will show, is 
the loneliest of all the wheat cities. It stands on a heap 
of gravel at the mouth of the Danube—an oasis of hu- 
man life in a vast marshy wilderness. The children born 
there have never seen a railway; but 1400 ships leave 
the stone docks of Sulina every year laden with enough 
wheat to feed London, Paris, and Berlin. To find the 
exact reverse of Sulina, we must go to Buenos Ayres— 
the premier wheat city of South America, and the gay- 
est of them all. Built up at first by the cattle trade, and 
now depending mainly upon wheat, this superb city has 
now become the topmost pinnacle of South American 
luxury and refinement. It has several new elevators. 
erected by the railway companies. 


For every 18,000 pounds of wheat that goes to the 
city, there will go back to the fd#mer one pound of gold. 
For every loaf of bread upon a Londoner’s table, there 
will go a cent and a half to the man behind the reaper. 
And so, the sale of every wheat crop means that the 
gold will come throbbing out into the arteries of busi- 
ness, like the blood from the heart, and on its way 
back and forth nourish the whole body of the nation. 


More wheat and a more efficient organization of wheat 
agencies—that is the programme of the future. Already 
One unsuccessful effort has been made to hold an in- 
ternational wheat congress; and the second attempt may 
end more happily. Now that the world has become so 
small that a cable dispatch flashes completely around 
it in twelve minutes; now that there are forty-four na- 
tions united by the Hague conferences and fifty-eight 
by the Postal Union; now that war has grown to be so 
expensive that one cannon shot may cost as much as 
a college education and one battleship as much as a 
first-class university, it is quite probable that the march 
of coéperation will continue until there is a congress. 
and a central headquarters and tribunal, which will rep- 
resent nothing less than an international fellowship of 
the wheat.—[Herbert N. Casson, in Harper’s Weekly.

IN OUR MOUNTAINS.

ERIOUSLY, we shouldn’t be so modest about our 
S own San Gabriel Cafion. Nearly every one of long 

residence in Los Angeles county knows vaguely 
that there is a long, meandering gash in the Sierra 
Madre Mountains which empties a green and turbulent 
stream into the valley the Spanish padres named for a 
most beloved saint. Visitors are told that the miles of 
fruit orchards through which they ride are watered by 
the San Gabriel River. It has its head waters, many 
will tell you, somewhere in the vicinity of Old Baldy’s 
base, which is true in a small sense, but conveys noth- 
ing of what may be seen up in that boulder-strewn 
country, tortured beyond expression by some irritabil- 
ity of Mother Nature before time received a reckoning. 

Up there in that stern jumble there are scenes before 
which the Yosemite is a placid garden. Up there, 
where the forest ranger digs in his heel through the leat 
mold to find the firmer shale rock, and coaxes his pony 
to follow, searching the origin of a forest fire, which 
may be the glittering focus of the sun on a bit of isin- 
glass, or the camp fire of some half-mad prospector, the 
world has a grim passivity like that of a battalion sleep- 
ing on its arms. Up there man loses just a bit of his 
egotism, and falls to wondering if the world was in- 
deed made with the single idea of its being inhabited 
by him. There seems to be much up there that does 
not respond to human dominion. 

But, after all, the San Gabriel Cafion, which is the 
only road to this interior, is not the impassabje gorge 
it is thought to be by the dwellers in the vali¢y. Man 
has accomplished enough against the indifference of the 
mountains so that it is possible for man or woman to 
sit easily in the saddle while the cafion ponies pick their 
own intelligent way, or to take seats in the several 
stages that go out each day from the stables at the 
mouth of the river and toil upward to its inception.

And hour after hour, the turns of the cafion meet you 
with strange barbarisms in beauty, terrible heights and 
depths, sheer cliffs and sun-hovering flats, gardens of 
wild blossoms, and everywhere, God’s unplagiarized 
architecture, now warming the human atom to admira- 
tion, now repelling with some inexplicable, awful mon- 
strosity. 

San Gabriel Cafion accepts the water from many 
brawling forks, but td the seeker after beauty that is 
understandable, the North Fork, on the way to Mount 
Islip, is most desirable, for it is more companionable. 
The trail from Azusa, at the mouth of the river, leads 
one across the fording-places many times until the main 
river is left behind. Then the saddle horses or stages 
follow the windings of Cold Brook, beneath a canopy 
made by the white-boled mountain alder, the most beau- 
tiful tree of California fastnesses. Cold Brook is the 
only trout stream worthy of mention in Los Angeles 
county. The spring waters that feed it are icy and 
darkened by plentiful shade, and the mountain trout 
seek its pools with the trout’s true appreciation of cool, 
sequestered streams. In the great groves of alders, the 
fishing camps take toll through the summer from the 
impetuous waters, and the hail from the stage is always 
“How many?” and never “Did you get any?” The State 
has placed the limit of catch for one day at fifty, with 
a further stipulation to throw back the trout that does 


rides up and down the cafion each day, cautioning the 
campers against carelessness in building camp fires, and 
watching jealously for infringement of the rules laid 
down for the protection of our marvelous forests. 

Following Cold Brook for eighteen miles from the 
mouth of the main river, or eight miles from where it 
tumbles into the broader San Gabriel, the trail for stages 
ends in a natural plateau, 5000 feet above sea level. 
Here the tents of the campers are scattered on the banks 
of the widening brook beneath the water-loving alders, 
and age-oki pines and oaks, lovely beyond the possibili- 
ties of our language. The mountains form a natural 
amphitheater here, and in the evening the sun leaves the 
scene as suddenly as though a command had come from 
the Master Magician. 

Mount Islip begins without preface here, forming the

Their shaggy boles are oftentimes six feet through 
at the base, and the last heaven-pointed cone more than 
100 feet from the ground. They stand in groups on the 
level mesa, or march off in long ranks, as thpugh the 
hand of man, and not unassisted nature, had bade them 
grow in allotted places. They cover the ground with a 
coarse fabric of needles, punctuated with great, ripened 
seed cones, and above, the lower branches, killed by 
the shade of the tree on which they cling, curve down- 
ward, white and gleaming like the inverted tusks of 


the mastodon. And in this cathedral, like the re- 
ligiously-placed stations of the cross, stands the bloom 
of the yucca, softly white as the vestments of the saints,

The Most Baffling Plant. 


Just now, there is passing out of bloom a native plant 
known as the “Yellow Tree Poppy” (Dendromecon rigi- 
dum) that baffles every effort of the gardener and nurs- 
eryman to grow it from seeds or cultivate or even estab- 
lish in the garden a plant collected in its native habi- 
tat. A few have been started from seeds, but from the 
day of their appearance they begin to die, and with . 
each successive move more perish. If any survive 
transplanting to the garden, they gradually succumb to 
some unknown influence. 


Even in their native haunts they endur.. but for a 
time, and this probably accounts for their limited num- 
bers about Los Angeles. Three years ago the writer 
gathered some seeds for a Walli-street nurseryman to 
experiment with, from several large bushes up in the | 
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Arroyo Seco. Since that time, the bushes have died | 
and the remains are still to be seen, though nothing 
has changed in environment or conditions. Out of 
about a dozen plants known to exist in this Arroyo be- 
tween Pasadena and the foot of Switzer’s trail, there is 
but one now growing that was alive about eight years 
ago. In the Tejunga Cafion and Wash, the same con- 
ditions are true. Out on the wasu near Roscoe Station, 
on the S.P. R.R., there are generally quite a number, 
but their numbers and position are constantly changing. }

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There is no time in the year when garden plants in 


general require so much water as at present. All 
plants are now growing vigorously, and Mother Earth 
and the surrounding atmosphere (in Southern Califor- 
nia at least) are as dry as they wil] become during the 
present year. Sprinkling lightly is of little use, and in 
some cases worse than nothing. The soil needs satu- 
rating, and often, too. Each irrigation should be fol- 
lowed by a thorough stirring of the surface soil, for by 
this means you may save one-half the water. It is 
really better for a plant to have a gallon of water once 
in two weeks with a proper cultivation, than a gallon 
each week and a baked soil surface. 


Ignorance of Landscape Gardening. 


In the July number of the Outlook, the editor has in 
an amusing manner the popular ignorance of landscape 
gardening. He records an interview with a well-known 
landscape designer, the conservation being taken down 
by a stenographer.

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EVOLUTION OF A HEN RANCH. 


A RED-LETTER EXPERIENCE OF AN IN- 
VALID IN ARIZONA. 


EVEN years ago there came to Tucson, Ariz. a 
S young clergyman from the East in the important 

matter of health. One night as he lay awake un- 
der the million-starred sky of Southern Arizona, he said: 
“This may be the country God forgot,” as said the 
Knocker, “but there is no sky dome on earth so fretted 
with golden fire as this in Arizona; give me back my 
health, and I will praise thee forever.” Here, too, was 
born a strong desire to get away from city life and 
live in the country. Action soon followed resolution 
and the young minister and his family moved ten miles 
east of Tucson into a land of nowhere in particular. 
Here he pitched his tent and sat down to meditate un- 
der hospitable cottonwoods. 


It was here he heard the call of the hen. Not that 
he had come down with “hen fever,” but merely that 
he remembered how companionable the ol hen used to 
seem to him when a boy. So he bought twenty-four 
hens that didn’t figure in the Standard of “erfection, 
and entered the only school of poultry culture that he 
has ever known. He spent a year crooning to those

hens, affectionately overfeeding them and doing about 
everything that untutored good will could do to send his 
hens to the other shore. 

When at the end of the year he found he had not 
killed more than half of them, he courageously bought 
an incubator—the “only one,” of course—and filled it

to their old homes are these men from the East! Well, 
it happened that these eggs from the East were what 
men in the West call pretty rotten. They biew up in 
the later stages of incubation, and the young parson

On the twenty-first day, however, there was a 
welcome noise in that incubator. Chicks! real ones— 
twenty of them from 200 eggs! But what a fine assort- 
ment! There were Plymouth Rocks, Barred and White; 
White Leghorns and Brown; Black Minorcas and one 


that looked like a Cochin. Of course, the whole bunch | 


were “the limit,” but where is the man who isn't as 
proud of his first hatch as a mother of her baby—no, 


matter how ugly a duckling it might be? These chicks | 


survived a few weeks, then a Higher Mercy sent a skunk 
and swept them all away. Then seemed to be fulfilled 
the saying: “You can’t raise chickens in Southern 
Arizona.” 

But the next year, he tried again, and raised 100 pul- 
lets. Then down went the parson with a real attack of 
Len fever, from which he has not yet recovered. Next 
year he bought another incubator and more brooders. 
More luck and more hard work. 

But why make a long story of this? In his zealous 
work among his hens the Rev. Frederick Lyne forgot 
his appointment with the undertaker, and has lived to 
make the Lynehurst Ranch famous throughout.the Ter- 
ritory. From the small and unpromising conditions 
herein outlined has grown the present layout of 4000 
standard-bred White Leghorns. The ranch is run on a 
purely commercial basis, and no eggs are sold for 


hatching.” Indeed, eggs for the Lynehurst incubators 


are bought in California. Mr. Lyne's theory being that 


men should be encouraged to specialize as breeders. 


The Lynehurst Ranch explodes a time-honored fic- 
tion. which begins, like a hundred other fictions, with 
the words “You can't,” and vindicates the wisdom of 
one “sky pilot” who has proven that he, at least, is 
more than a mere navigator of the air. Anything can 
be done in Arizona that a good citizen ought to do. 
Double-Yoked Eggs. 

A number of Cornish fowl breeders have reported an 
unusual prevalence of double-yolked eggs among their 


hens, which is not only unusual, but undesirable, as it 


affects the vitality and breeding value of the birds. 
Double-yolked eggs may be considered twin eggs, though 
usually they are infertile, or, at best, the germs are 


weak. None of the authorities consulted give any spe- 


cific information as to the cause or causes leading to 
their production, much less do they suggest a remedy 
or preventive measures. Edward Brown, one of the 
foremost English authorities, says that “very large eggs 
are generally double-yolked and unfertile, or, if fertile, 
produce malformed chicks.” Robinson, in his Poultry 
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Craft, says that “a double-yolked egg is a twin egg. | 
The tendency to produce twins, as observed in human. 
beings and in farm stock other than fowls, seems to be 
hereditary.” 
| We very much doubt if anything can be done to over- 
come the laying of double-yolked eggs by particular 
hens, excepting to refrain from using them for breeding 
purposes. If hereditary, the evil may be eventually 
overcome in this way. 


Dried Hen Fruit. 


A dispatch from Topeka, Kan., recites the fact that 
dried eggs, like dried orchard fruits, are now a feature 
of commerce. The plant, established at that point, con- 
sumed 1,355,000 dozen eggs during twenty-five weeks 
this season. It requires three dozen to make one pound 
of dried eggs, which find a sale to the bakeries, board- 
ing-houses, and on ships where it is at times inconven- 
fent to always secure the fresh article. PF eretofore much 
of the dried-egg product used in this country along the 
Atlantic Coast has come from Russia, China and Japan. 
With the advent of the home product it is to be hoped 
that this trade can be supplied by the American hen. 
In addition to the dried product, there are also many 
eggs canned, both yolks and whites being first emulsi- 
fied. The principal product in the latter class comes 
from Russia and Denmark, which finds an outlet in 
England. 


Good Money for Winning Birds. 


The premium list of the State Fair at Sacramento 
(August 31 to September 5) shows that the poultry divi- 
sion is Well remembered, the allotment for premiums be- 
ing $3000 divided in 2000 cash prizes to the poultry 
and pigeon raisers of California, divided as follows: 
Firsts, $2.50; seconds, $1.50; thirds, 50 cents. Pens—§4, 
$2, $1. Turkeys—$4, $2, $1. Ducks and geese—$4, $2, 
$1. Pigeons—$1.50, $1, 50 cents, and a large number 
of cash specials from $15 down. That certainly looks 
good to us. If some of the birds we know of in South- 
ern California go after this money, it will certainly 
come their way. 


An Oracle and His Flock. 


M. A. Brownell of this city writes that he has a young 
hen with red comb, good feeder, spry in her movements 


and laying until lately, but she has a cough—for want 
_of'a better term. When feeding in the scratching pen 
and frequently through the day, she gives a little quick 
sound as though there was some trouble with her wind- 
pipe, but none can be found by examination. There is 
no sign of canker or “swell” head. Will you please tell 
me what the trouble is, and what to do for it? 


A rattling in the throat as you describe is due to a 
cold with bronchitis, which if allowed to run may lead 
eventually to roup. For a remedy, take equal parts of 
cayenne pepper, ginger and mustard, mixed stiffly as 
possible in lard, then flour worked in to make a stiff 
dough; form in slugs or pellets about the size of a 
small hazelnut; give by opening the mouth and drop- 
ping down the throat. A single treaiment often cures; 
if it does not, it should be followed by another dose in 
| twenty-four hours. 

_ Emory Vine of Devore, CaJ., submits a Plymouth Rock 

egg on Which he asks an opinion as to color of shell, 
| size, ete., arguing because but slightly tinted it might 
be advisable to breed a strain of Rocks laying pure 
white eggs. 

There is nothing extraordinary in the Plymouth Rock 
egg under consideration. Usually the Plymouth Rock 
egg is a trifle darker in color and also a trifle larger.. It 
would be perfectly safe to breed your pullets, but 
would be nothing new in the breed. As a matter of 
fact, there is nothing to be gained in the creation of 
additional varieties of Plymouth Rocks. It would be far 
better to put in a good strain from some reliable breeder 
and by careful mating and close observation try to im- 
prove that strain. 


Signs of the Business Zodiac. , 


Straws show which way the wind blows. If indica- 
tions both East and West mean anything at all, the 
coming season will be an improvement over that of last 
year for the poultry breeder. Conditions are more his 
way; the prevailing high prices for the grain foods dur- 
ing the past two years have resulted in many birds go- 
ing to the butcher, which has reduced local supply of 
market birds as well as breeding stock. With a return 
to normal conditions, there will be a healthy sale for 
good stock, while the general market will take all avail- 
able hen fruit and carcasses; the pure-food laws, which | 
make punishable by fine the selling of storage eggs as 

“fresh ranch,” will also tend to brighten the outlook 
for the local breeders. It is our conviction that the 
breeder with good stock will find his business much 
improved this season over what it was a year ago.

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FIELD NOTES. 
Burbank Repudiated. 


HE action of the Pasadena Gardeners’ Association 
i in placing Luther Burbank among the “nature 

fakers” was consummated with a dash and an 
aplomb equal to the course of our great African hunter 
in his treatment of Dr. Long. This matter has been 
brewing for a long time, as I have become aware from 
a considerable correspondence asking me to controvert 
this and that outgoing about the Burbank creations. 
With the exception of correcting a few individual cases 
of fulsome, yellow extravagance, I have refrained from 
the encouragement of the mutiny that has become pub- 
lie by the action of the Pasadena florists. 


If the Pasadena gardeners have overwrought them- 
selves and taken action unjustly toward Mr. Burbank, 
it should be looked upon more as a protest against the 
egregious advertising of which the alleged friends of 
Burbank’s work have been guilty, than as a condemna- 
tion of Mr. Burbank's achievements, although the word- 
ing of the gardeners’ resolution does not lead in that 
direction. It is a case of continued and long-standing 
abuse of public credulity, uncontradicted and unrecti- 
fied by any one whose courage and standing would as- 
sist in protecting both Burbank’s reputation and the 
public's exchequer at the same time. It was only a 
few months ago that the honesty of Burbank prevented 
the greatest exploitation of horticultural] credylity ever 
attempted in the world. In their just indignation over 
the sinning of yellow journalism, the fulsomeness of 
some of Burbank’s friends and the mysticism that has 
been thrown over functions and facts known to every 
good florist in the State, the Pasadena gardeners have 
gone to the other extreme in a protest, not vain, but 
lacking conclusiveness. Much can and should be said 
in Burbank’s favor, and the late action of the florists 
will not be accepted by the public as the closing of Bur- 
bank’s career by any means, even though the whole 
State should join in an outcry justified by the contin- 
ued legerdemain to which printer's ink has been applied, 
but not justified by the facts that should long since have 
been set forth to correct what seems to me to have 
been a public craze that has been extremely destructive 
to Burbank’s great reputation. 

The action of the Pasadena association may cause the’ 
public to pause and consider fust how far it has been 
deluded by the faise claims that have been made in be- 
half of the Burbank creations, and how far it has been 
cheated by not being allowed to form its own estimate 
of the scientific and practical value of Burbank’s re- 
markable career. Whenever sensational “journalism” 
juggies with scientific veracity it is sure to make a mess 
of it, and the sequel of this whole matter will prove 
that all the executioners of truth and conservatism 
should long since have been put out of action, for the 
last state of this misconstruction, misstatement, fallacy 
and even of misapprehension will require years in con- 
clusion where a few well-directed inquiries and a few 
ounces of confidence in the first place might have pre- 
vented an alignment for and against the greatest name 
in the annals of plant breeding. 


Quarantine Officer Resigns. 


HE State Commissioner of Horticulture has received 

the resignation of E. M. Ehrhorn, who for several 
years has been in charge of the quarantine division of 
the State Commission. History but repeats itself. On 
the 19th day of July, 1904, Alexander Craw tendered his 
resignation from the same post to accept the position of 
quarantine officer under the Board of Agriculture and 
Forestry of Hawali. He turned the California office over 
to Mr. Ehrhorn at the end of the month. Now the Agri- 
cultural Board at Honolulu has chosen Mr. Ehrhorn, and 
he will leave for that post to take charge of the office 
on the first day of October. 


Mr. Ehrhorn has not published the consideration. that 
induced him to leave his present work, but has inti- 
mated that the salary is considerably in advance of that 
he is receiving. While it is disconcerting to be con- 
tinually losing our best men to the Islands and to the 
Federal service, it is pleasant to know that in every 
case the relations between these retiring officials and 
their fellow-officers have been without friction. It has 
been merely cases of better pay than the Legislatures 
of California have provided for these deputies. Fortu- 
nately, the quarantine work at San Francisco has be- 
come so well systematized that it will not suffer from 
any change that may be made. 

Mr. E*rhorn’s work has been efficient in safeguarding 
the fruft interests of the State from the invasion of new 
pests. Outside the quarantine work his services have 
been great. His knowledge of insect control, of horti- 


culture and of the State law has been of great value to . 


the fruit men of the Coast, and all will regret that from 
any cause he should voluntarily rclinquish the work 
he has so carefully supervised for the last five years.

Dredge- Mining Contest. 


ine of land owners and others, called to consider the 
encroachments of the new mining dredges in the Sacra- 
mento Valley. Like many another farmers’ consulta- 
tion, I have witnessed, the meeting had no head or defi- 
nite purpose. 
terized by the most intelligent discussion, the fairest 
feeling toward all interests involved, but with an ill- 
directed determination to bring the matter of dredge 
mining to a cloerr determination. All agree that this 


kind of mining should be subjected to all regulations 
necessary to the protection of navigable streams and 
from overfiow chargeable to the accumulation of the 
débris tailed out by the dredges; some hold that the 
dredge owners have no rights whatever to turn upside 
down the agricultural lands of the State, though the 
lands may be absolutely the property of the dredge 
com panies. 


One of the prime movers in this anti-dredge propa- 
ganda holds that the State should prevent dredge min- 
ing absolutely. The fine lands now disappearing, under 
twenty feet of boulders by hundreds of acres and ruined 
for all time is under the custody of the State. Both 
common law and self-preservation justify, yes compel, 
the commonwealth to stop the destruction of this land, 
and the interests of posterity demand it. Just how the 
State is to do this in the absence of statutory author- 
ity, and the next Legislature two years away, none of 
the proponents of drastic action have explained. One 
way out of the difficulty would be to compel the dredge 
companies to leave the land as good as they found it 
before dredging, although it is their own property. 
This is equivalent to compelling them to cease opera- 
tions, for this land will not be fit for cultivation in a 
thousand years left as it is, and no other quittance 
would permit the extraction of the gold. One thing is 
certain, this question bids fair to be of great issue here 
in the future, and it will require all the agitation and 
statesmanship available to prevent the final destruction 
of all the gold-bearing farming land in the State. 


When the great hydraulic mining industry was legis- 
lated out of existence, many real friends of agriculture 
and protectors of navigation were content with a com- 
promise permitting the impounding of débris where it 
could be successfully done, and the mining allowed to 
continue under these conditions. Fortunately the 
topography of most mining districts prevented an at- 
tempt to continue hydraulic operations under the im- 
pounding restrictions. But those impounding works 
cannot be built to withstand decades of elemental at- 
tacks, and the question resolves itself under the law as 
to whether it is not best to prohibit hydraulic mining 
absolutely. The farmers are asking the same question 
about dredging.

PON a recent visit to San José I was favored with a 

long interview with one of the pioneer propagandists 
| of mutual activities in marketing prunes. The growers 
of that magnificent section are attempting to organize- 
their business similar to that of the citrus-fruit grow- 
ers. Those most favorable to this plan told me that the 
idea is gaining ground very slowly, and while a few as- 
sociations have been formed, the majority of the prune 
growers are as inert as usual. Indeed, this gentleman 
informed me that, in the twenty-five years he had been 
connected with the prune trade, the outlook had never 
been so dark. Others take a little more hopeful view of 
the situation, and one accustomed to think upon the 
problems of codéperative marketing will find himself 
thoroughly puzzled should he attempt to form a rational

t HERE is a no more despicable creature on the face 


of the earth than the man who, for the sake of 

filthy lucre, preys upon the fears of suffering hu- 
manity, and purposely exaggerates the danger of his 
patient's condition. He is a disgrace to what should 
be ap honorable profession. 


It is a fact that some of these fellows will deliberately 
prolong, or even produce, a sickness, so long as their 
victims have money to expend, and are willing to pay. 

It is not necessarily because they advertise that doc- 
tors are to be condemned. Not at all. There is no 
good reason why a physician should not advertise in the 
papers, any more than any other man who has some- 
thing of value to offer to the public. The medical fra- 
ternity condemns advertising—when it is paid for. This 
does not prevent the “regulars” from scrambling over 
each other in their efforts to obtain deadhead notoriety. 
In a recent article contributed to a medical lication 
by Dr. Lydston, he cites the following instance: . 


“A certain medical man—big, brainy, square-toed and 
altogether lovable—felt called upon to explain to a cer- 
tain official medical body the publication of his picture 
amid a group of other distinguished physicians in a cer- 
tain newspaper. ‘I called at the newspaper office,’ he 
explained, ‘and demanded the picture. I was informed 
that it was the property of the paper. I find that I 
have no legal means of redress,’ etc., etc. This in face 
of the fact that the eminent gentleman's name has ap- 
peared in connection with the treatment of prominent 
citizens oftener than that of any physician in the coun- 
try. Why, I once saw it in two or three separate places 
in the same paper! Not long since, his attendance on a 
certain multimillionaire and his large fee for the same 
were newspaper talk by the column for days and 
weeks.” 

Again in a recent article 
Post entitled “The Itch for Publicity,” 
thor shows how various classes of men exert themselves 
to keep in the limelight, the writer refers as follows to 
the medical fraternity, who are forbidden by the “eth- 
ics” of their profession to advertise—when they pay 
for it: 

“And the doctors! No doctor would talk about a case, 
except in the way of a bulletia reciting the tempo of the 
pulse and the resps of the respiration when his patient 
is of public interest. That is the most unethical of all 
unethical things. But a lot of names of doctors are 
frequently in the newspapers. Some of them are quite 
familiar. A celebrated surgeon is employed to cut an 
ingrowing halo out of a captain of finance, or something 
of the kind. The celebrated surgeon firmly declines to 
say a word, but, strangely enough, a full account of the 
operation is printed, with the doctor’s office address, 
said full account falling in the way of the reporters 
through the medium of a man who happens to know 
all about it, not, perhaps, unconnected with the cele- 
brated surgeon’s pay roll. The celebrated surgeon is 
furious, but what can he do? Nothing, except hope 
that other captains of finance with ingrowing halos 
will read the story and call on him when they desire 
to have theirs extirpated. Take it by and large, quite 
a bit of medical news, always with the names and office 
addresses of the doctors attached, gets out in the course 
of a year. And when a doctor discovers the germ that 
causes housemaid’s knee it is possible, at times, pos- 
sible, you understand, to obtain a few lines about it 
for the Sunday supplement.” 

Remember, further, that all these quacks, who offer 
their services to the public, have regular M.D. diplomas 
hanging in their offices. Otherwise they would not be 
permitted to practice. And this while State medical 
boards are prosecuting and persecuting worthy and hon- 
est and drugiess healers. Why don't they clear their 
own skirts? If, as they claim; they are powerless to 
take action in this matter, then surely the entire sys- 
tem of State medical control is more of a farce than it 
is generally understood to be. 


“Business Methods of Specialists” is a little book of 
110 pages, by Jacob Dissinger Albright, M.D. (published 
by the author, No. 3228 North Broad street, Philadel- 
‘phia.) It is apparently written more with the object 
of suggesting to the “regular” practitioner some busi- 
ness methods by which he might increase his income 
than to expose and condemn th@nefarious practices of 
these medical outlaws. 

The author declares that the first requisites to a suc- 
cessful career in the advertising medical business are 
not. as some might suppose, profound knowledge and 
ability, but “good sound business ability and a thorough 
knowledge of human nature, first, last and all the time.” 

Asking why the public prefers the irregular physi- 
cian, the author answers that it does not, unless it can 
obtain from him. something that cannot be obtained 
from the regular. To illustrate this, he says: 

“Take, for example, any town in which the regular 
physicians are progressive, up to date, well posted on 
human nature and as well on human ailments, able to 
treat hernia or hemorrhoids by injection, cure a fissure

“Why is it that we have no advertising specialist 


treating pneumonia, diphtheria, smallpox or scarlet 
fever? Is it not for the simple reason that the family

“Several symptoms that the patient mentions are usu- 
ally mentally noted by the doctor, and after he is 
through talking and has forgotten much of what he has 
said on account of embarrassment, the doctor know- 
ingly informs him that he has discovered the trouble, 
and that he needs but a few confirmations to decide 
the matter definitely. He then proceeds to say that if 
his diagnosis is correct, the patient would have well- 
defined symptoms of a certain character, and names 
these just referred to as having been mentally noted, 
thereby impressing the patient with the thought that 


he is a careful observer, a shewd diagnostician , and 


thoroughly understands the existing condition. 

“Diseases, whether actually present or not, are always 
magnified and their seriousness and danger forcibly 
brought to the notice of the patient, always coupled 
with the assurance, however, that relief and cure may 
stili be obtained if prompt and proper treatment is. at 
once instituted.”

As to whether an advertising practice pays, the au- 
thor says: 

“The majority of advertising specialists agree that 
the business is overworked, that the public is becoming 
more and more educated to the fact that many of the ad- 
vertisements are déceptive and show no regard for the 
truth, and that the statement made in a paid advertise- 
ment that a certain physician is skillful, honest and 
learned does not by any means make him so. 

“The attitude of the newspapers and high-class maga- 
zines toward the advertising medical specialist is also 
a matter that must be considered, as many of the better 
grade of daily papers and popular magazines will not 
accept advertising of this nature, and when sexual] mat- 
ters are more or less boldly referred to, the ‘yellowest’ 
journals are not anxious to carry the advertisements. 
Papers that still admit this class of advertising charge 
a rate that is almost prohibitive, knowing that, although 
‘it comes high, they must have it.’ 

“In this city (Philadelphia,) the large dailies that 
admit medical advertising (some of them do not) 
charge from. four to seven dollars per inch of space, 
single column, each insertion; rates that make a »ro- 
ker’s capital necessary in order to carry on a year's 
campaign of advertising, with less thap an even chance 
of ultimate success.” 

In the closing chapter, Dr. 
Remedy.” He says: 

“The human race has ever been prone to wander from 
the fundamental rules of right living, and as a result 
we have pathological conditions that bear a direct re- 
lation to the rule which was violated. .. . 

“This brings the matter squarely to the medical »ro- 
fession, and a humane, intelligent and skillful applica- 
tion of the knowledge that is held within it will for- 
ever solve this continually-discussed and ever-recurrent 
problem.” 

This is a somewhat lame and impotent conclusion. 
As remarked above, all these practitioners have diplo- 
mas entitling them to practice. It is an easy thing to 
find out when their practices are dishonorable. In such 
case, let the medical boards invoke the law upon them. 
Or, if the law is not sufficient, let them have it changed, 
so as to cover such cases. This would be much better 
than the devising of laws to keep naturopaths and osteo- 
paths, and other honorable men from treating the sick. 

Above all, however, the main thing is to educate the 
public in regard to the fact that drugs are not only 
useless, but harmful, whether those drugs are adminis- 
tered “ethically” or otherwise. We cannot, however, 
expect the medical fraternity to go so far as this. 
Therefore, reform in this direction must come from 
without.

Retail Fruit Prices. 


ROTHER JEFFREY, who “does” the interesting and 
instructing articles on agriculture and horticulture 
on the pages inimediately preceding the Care of the 
Body, recently referred to the fact that he had been

ceed in bringing the producer and the consumer of fruit 
nearer together would be #8 worthy of public regard and 
esteem as the man who makes two blades of grass grow 
where only one grew before. It is. perhaps, not alto- 
gether an easy problem, but it is one that is well worth 
solving. Fruit is the most wholesome of all foods. It 
is nature’s medicine, containing the important organic 
salts that feed the nerves and maintain the organism 
in proper condition. If people would live largely on 
fruit and salads in summer, they would be greatly bene- 
fited, and the doctors would have much less to do. They 
cannot afford to do this, however, at present prices. It 
is of little use to educate the people in regard to the 
value of fresh fruit as a food, if they cannot afford to 
buy it. It is true that at some retail stores you see 
fruit marked at a reasonable rate, but these are the ex- 
ception, not the rule. 


Another drawback of the retail fruit business is that 
most of the fruit displayed for sale has either been 
picked before it is quite ripe, or else it has begun to 
rot. This is more or less unavoidable when fruit is sold 
at retail, as the retailer cannot be expected to take the 
chance of fruit decaying on his hands. py it is a 
bad thing, for such fruit is not wholesome, 


As previously suggested here, every one should en- 
deavor, so far as possible, to grow at least berries and 


if it costs more than he can buy it for. It is astonish- 
ing what can be done in this line, even on a piece of 
lami 25 by 150 feet, after allowing for buildings. That 
is, if you utilize trellises, and walls, and sides of houses, 
as they do in the old country. 


We have in Los Angeles a couple of wholesale pro- 
duce markets that are struggling for supremacy. It is 
true that one may go down there and buy a box of fruit 
at a very low price, if you choose the proper time. The 
trouble for a resident is, however, to get the stuff home. 
As a rule, it costs you much more to have it brought to 
your house than the price the producer receives. 

It is surprising that no effort has yet been made to 
establish in Los Angeles, this center of a great fruit and 
flower-growing region, a thoroughly first-class, hand- 
some, well-appointed, modern, down-to-date retail fruit 
and flower market, such as they have in European cities, 
and in‘one or two American cities like New Orleans. 
Such a building should te built of glass and kept scru- 
pulously clean. It would soon become the proper thing 
for ladies, with or without their servants, to go shop- 
ping at such a market. This would not, of course, rem- 
edy the evil suggested of high retai) fruit prices, but it 
would be an important step in the right direction. 
Meantime, considering that all consumers of fruit and 
all producers of fruit are greatly interested in this ques- 
tion, and that such people constitute a great majority 
of the population, it certainly seems as if, in this prac- 
tical age and country, some means could be devised 
whereby the producer find consumer of fruit may be 
brought nearer togethér, to their mutual advantage. 


N an address on Christian Science by Frederick W. 
Peabody..of Boston, recently reported in The Times, 
the speaker, referring to Mrs. Eddy’s supposed concep- 
tion of “malicious animal magnetism” asserted that 
neither health nor disease can be caused by an “absent 
treatment.” 

This is only measurably true. Suggestion, whether 
in the form of suggestive therapeutics, or “Christian 
Science,” or any other method may, and undoubtedly 
often does, help people at a distance. It does so as al! 
suggestion works, namely as auto-suggestion. That is 
to say, the operation takes place in the mind of the per- 
son who believes that he is being benefited by the proc- 
ess. This accounts for the undoubted cases of healing 
due to the worship of relics, to fervent prayer, to “Chris- 
tian Science,” and to other forms of suggestion. 

It follows, as a matter of course, that if people can 
be made better by suggestion from a distance they can 
also be made worse. The conception of the “evil eye,” 
as it is believed among the people of Italy, high and 
low, has often caused deaths, in cases where persons 
have worried themselves to death under the belief that 
they were being influenced by some one possessed of 
this fatal power. 

Mrs. Eddy’s idea of “malicious animal magnetism” is 
on a par with the Italian conception of the “evil eye.” 
Then again, in Pennsylvania it has recently been found 
necessary to arrest several “witch doctors” and other 
charm workers. When a person, especially a child, be- 
comes afflicted with any malady not easily understood 
the worthy Pennsylvania Dutch folks declare that the 
person is “verhexed,” or bewitched. However, what 
right have we to poke fun at them so long as cultured 
followers of Mrs. Eddy believe in the non-existence of. 
matter, and in “malicious animal magnetism?” 

We call this an enlightened age and a most enlight- 
ened country, but there is an awful lot of superstition 
still abroad in the land. 


A Funny Man Encounters ‘Friendly Germs.” 


N the Saturday Evening Post for August 14, Samuel 
G. Blythe had the second of a series of three articles 
entitled “The Adventures of a Hypochondriac,” this one 
being called “The Calory Cure,” illustrated with some 
of the excruciatingly funny drawings of Gustavus Wid- 
ney. The place referred to is evidently the big sanato- 
rium at Battle Creek, although no names are mentioned. 
It opens as follows: 

“The trouble with you,” said the doctor to the Man 
From Pittsburgh, “is autointoxication.” “Gwan!” ex- 
claimed the Man From Pittsburgh excitedly. “It’s no 
such thing. I sold my auto two years ago.”

On the other hand, some of this illness may be di- 
rectiy attributed to the overexcitement of the nervous 
system caused by unnatural prolonged exposure to 
cold water and hot sunshine. Many people greatly, 
overdo this bathing business. They go into the cold 
water not always because they like it, but because they 
have a foolish idea that it is going to do them good in 
some mysterious way, whereas, really it is doing them 
harm. Man is not a water animal, but an air animal. 


An air and light bath is of much greater value than a 


water bath, and many of the good effects following 


bathing in the open air are due to this exposure of 
the skin, which is covered up all the rest of the year.

The Pork Cure. 


R. W. P. BURKE runs a sanatorium in Sonoma 

county, Cal. He publishes a little monthly maga- 
zine called “Health”—not to be confounded with the 
excellent monthly magazine of that name published in 
New York. 

Dr. Burke makes a specialty of the “Salisbury diet,” 
which consists of lightly-broiled, chopped beef and hot 
water. He has some other peculiar ideas. For in- 
stance, in a recent number of his magazine he has an 
article on pork, In which he says: 

“A Federal soldier who served tn Virginia in the Civil 
War. voluntartly stated that the soldiers got more stay- 
ing strength from salt pork than from any other army 
ration. It is not only a food, but is a good food medi- 


cine. Many a cure of double pleurisy and tuberculosis | 


has been accomplished on a diet of pork, with no other 
food or medicine given. Many malarious cases have 
gotten well, when all other means failed, on pure fat 
bacon, boiled for an hour and a half, letting it get cold, 
and then cut in thin slices and heated through and eaten 
hot. While many cases may be given of the value of 
pork or bacon in the cure of digease,we will simply 


direct the attention of the reader to the people tn min- | 
ing regions who eat the hog In some shape, generally | 


bacon and beans, as further fliustrating the value of 
the hog as a food.” 

This is going even farther than Woods 
Why don’t some one start a pork cure? 

The idea that there is “staying strength” in salt pork | 
is all a fallacy. Owing to the injurious mixture of a , 
preservative, in the shape of salt, it takes a long time | 
to digest, and the longer a food takes to digest, the less 
wholesome it is. Any force derived from the pork must 
come from the fat, and that would be better supplied 
by nuts, or corn. 

In another place Dr. Burke declares that “pork suits 
all climates.” What folly! Why not advocate the eat- 
ing of whale blubber in the South Sea Islands, and 
bread fruit at the North Pole? 

People in the mining regions, who live largely on 
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bacon and beans, and. canned stuff, furnish regular and 
profitable customers to the quack doctors, who abound 
in our cities.

Nutritive Value of Beer. 


OMMENT was recently made herve on the exagger- 

ated statement in a hygienic book that a five-pound 
loaf of bread is equal in food value to twenty-seven 
batrels of beer. As then stated, if the writer had said 
one barrel instead of twenty-seven, he would have been 
nearer the mark. 


Here is an exaggeration on the other side of the ques- 
tion. The Hospital, 2 London medical journal, declares 
that “when a man drinks good beer he drinks and eats 
at the same time, just as when he eatsa bow!) of soup.” 
Again, the writer says that these beverages (referring 
to beer and stout) “contain all the elements of a typi- 
cal diet with the exception of fat, and in a proportion 
approximately physiological.” Yet again, the Hospital 
quotes, without criticism, the report of a royal commis- 
sion to the effect that a glass of good ale is “approxi- 
mately as nourishing as a glass of milk, and that a 
quart of good beer is nearly equivalent to a quarter of 
a pound of beef.” 

Is it not astounding to find a leading medical jour- 
nal propounding such gross, misleading and harmful 
One would suppose the Hospital to be the 
advertising agent of a brewery. 


It would be an easy thing to test this question. Let 
one man diet for a month on two or three quarts of 
milk, and give another man the same amount of beer. 
The editor of the Care of the Body undertakes to say 
that a man who should attempt to live for a month on 
two quarts of beer, and nothing else, would be vastly 
worse off at the end of that time than another who 
should take nothing but two quarts of water. 


About Living Forever. | 


T is a strange thing that some people, who are ap- 
parently not only sane, but even intelligent, believe— 
or profess to believe—that it may be possible, under 
certain conditions, for human beings to live foréver, in 
the physical form. One might suppose that they need 
only to look around them to see that the primary law 
of nature is change—everiasting change. Not only ihe 
animal world, of which proud man is a member, and 
the vegetable world, but even the mineral world te sub- 
ject to this law of change. What we call the “everlast- 
ing hilis’’ in course of time are disintegrated by the ac- 
tion of wind and weather, crumble away and are carried 
down to the ocean, where, after thousands or millions 
of years, they are again thrown up to form new moun- 
tain ramges. Even the celestial bodies, that we regard 
as permanent, go through thelr periods of growth, life 
and death. The nebulous body solidifies, graduaily be- 
comes fitted as a home for living things, watil it grows 
old, and ts a dead world, when some day a passing 
comet or other celestial body collides with it, turning 
it again fmto gas, to go through the same cycle of 
change. 


Yet, notwithstanding these object lessons. there are, 
as stated, some extraordinary people who fancy that we 
little worms, crawling around upon the face of one of 
the most insignificant of the planets that revolve around 
one of the smaller of the millions of suns, may actually, 
“by taking thought,” Interfere with this great law of 
nature. 

Im conversation with a Times correspondent at Wash-
